Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  41  of  The  Fire  Prevention  Act,  I 
have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  for  the  calendar  year  1958.

It  is  evident  that  fire  losses  are  still  at  a  high  level  but  a  most 
alarming  trend  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  fires  reported  in 
dwelling  properties.  The  loss  of  life  from  fires  is  still  a  serious 
problem  and  in  fact  the  whole  fire  loss  picture  urges  close  study 
with  a  view  to  finding  new  ways  and  means  to  prevent  fire  and  to 
prevent  loss  of  life  by  fire  and  to  prevent  waste  and  destruction 
due  to  the  spread  of  fire. 

(2)  The  largest  loss  of  the  year  occurred  when  a  fire  on  December  28th 
destroyed  the  Sportsman’s  Hotel  at  Ellerslie,  the  cause  of  which 
has  not  yet  been  determined.  Highly  combustible  sub-standard 
construction  and  isolation  from  any  organized  fire  protection  were 
factors  in  the  rapid  spread  of  fire  and  complete  destruction  of  the 
building.  Altogether  there  were  one  hundred  and  thirteen  large 
fires  where  the  loss  exceeded  $10,000.00  and  the  total  fire  loss 
from  these  fires  made  up  3/5  of  the  total  fire  loss.  FARM  fires 
increased  by  24%.  DWELLING  fire  losses  almost  doubled  and 
the  number  of  dwelling  fires  reported  has  increased  61%  from 
last  year.  RETAIL  STORE  fires  and  HOTEL  fires  increased  in 
number  and  maintained  the  same  high  loss  level  as  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  WAREHOUSE  fires  doubled  in  both  number  and 
amount  of  loss.  SCHOOL  fires  increased  35%  in  number  and 
12%  in  amount  of  loss. 

PROPERTY  OTHER  THAN  BUILDINGS  comprising  mainly  of 
cars  and  trucks  have  increased  again  over  previous  years. 
Losses  decreased  at  GARAGES,  METAL  WORKS  and  MISCEL- 


LANEOUS  NON-MANUFACTURING  PREMISES.  HOSPITALS 
AND  SANATORIA  continued  to  hold  the  most  fire  free  record 
while  MANUFACTURING  PREMISES  although  showing  a  slight 
increase  over  the  previous  year  still  had  a  very  creditable  record 
considering  the  variety  of  special  hazards  in  this  class. 

(3)  SMOKERS’  CARELESSNESS  caused  more  than  1/3  of  the  total 
fires  and  other  causes  in  order  of  frequency  are:  ELECTRIC 
WIRING,  FURNACES,  BOILERS  and  THEIR  PIPES,  PETRO¬ 
LEUM  PRODUCTS,  MATCHES,  HOT  ASHES,  HOT  COALS, 
EXPOSURE  FIRES,  HOT  GREASES,  WAX  OR  PARAFFIN  and 
MATERIALS  TOO  CLOSE  TO  RADIANTS,  STOVES,  etc.  and 
LIGHTNING.  (See  tables  7  and  7A  and  also  table  3  for  summary 
of  causes.) 

(4)  The  work  of  the  field  staff  has  been  summarized  in  tables  9  and 
10  and  table  12  lists  the  fire  loss  of  cities,  towns,  villages  and 
hamlets. 

(5)  FIRE  PREVENTION  WEEK  merits  special  attention.  Alberta 
won  special  recognition  for  the  number  of  reports  of  activities 
submitted  in  the  annual  International  Fire  Prevention  Week  con¬ 
test.  Also  because  of  the  excellent  support  by  fire  departments 
and  other  community  spirited  organizations  of  the  program  pro¬ 
moted  by  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  staff,  a  high  degree  of  excellence 
resulted  in  that  thirty-nine  certificates  of  merit  were  awarded  from 
a  total  of  206  entries.  In  the  Canadian  Grande  Open  Competition 
Alberta  cities,  towns  and  villages  placed  as  follows:

(6)  As  already  mentioned,  a  very  unusual  rise  has  occurred  in  the 
number  of  DWELLING  fires  and  the  amount  of  DWELLING  fire 
losses  in  areas  classified  as  protected.  HOTEL  losses  have  in¬ 
creased  again  in  spite  of  the  high  loss  record  for  the  previous 
year.  WAREHOUSE  fires  doubled  in  number  and  amount  of  loss 
and  it  is  therefore  proposed  that  special  attention  should  be  given 
to  these  premises  in  co-operation  with  the  fire  services  to  attempt 
to  off-set  these  rising  fire  loss  trends. 

(7)  We  wish  to  report  a  close  working  arrangement  with  all  fire 
departments  particularly  through  joint  building  inspections, 
meetings  with  fire  brigades  and  council,  joint  fire  investigations 
and  assistance  to  the  fire  chiefs  with  fire  department  training. 
Thirty-two  new  fire  chiefs  were  appointed  and  six  new  fire 
departments  formed.  Seven  new  mobile  fire  fighting  units  were 
put  into  service  in  towns  and  villages  and  training  assistance  by 
the  use  of  the  Fire  Instruction  Unit  and  also  district  instruction 
was  given  to  1,400  firemen.  In  addition  to  this,  fire  training  with 
a  Civil  Defence  pumper  was  conducted  at  seven  communities  to  a 
total  of  307  firemen.  Plans  are  now  being  finalized  for  fire  officer 
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training  designed  particularly  to  assist  volunteer  fire  chiefs  and 
will  be  conducted  by  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  office  as  regional 
schools. 

(8)  A  program  of  public  information  is  being  carried  on  throughout 
the  year  at  fire  prevention  meetings  with  interested  groups  using 
fire  prevention  films  purchased  by  this  branch  and  by  demon¬ 
strations  of  hand  fire  extinguishing  equipment.  The  Department 
of  Economic  Affairs  has  given  valuable  assistance  by  regular  press, 
radio  and  television  news  releases  and  special  broadcasts.  The 
Fire  Commissioner’s  office  co-operates  fully  with  the  Association 
of  Canadian  Fire  Marshals  and  the  Canadian  Association  of  Fire 
Chiefs  joint  publicity  committee  on  all  programs  to  alert  the  public 
of  the  danger  of  fire. 

(9)  It  is  proper  at  this  time  to  introduce  a  paragraph  on  rural  fire 
protection.  This  subject  has  been  given  special  attention  during 
the  past  year.  The  Fire  Commissioner’s  staff  has  responded  to 
invitations  to  attend  meetings  with  firemen  and  rural  district 
councils  with  the  result  that  new  rural  fire  protection  organiza¬ 
tions  have  been  established  in  districts  surrounding  Leduc,  Innis- 
fail,  Taber,  Viking  and  Westlock. 

(10)  The  Fire  Commissioner  attended  the  Association  of  Canadian  Fire 
Marshals  annual  conference  held  at  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland,  in 
July.  He  also  attended  the  Alberta  Fire  Chiefs’  annual  conference 
and  school  at  Calgary  in  June. 

(11)  As  a  memorial  to  the  outstanding  services  rendered  by  the  former 
Deputy  Fire  Commissioner,  Murray  Bedard,  the  Fire  Commissioner 
was  authorized  by  the  Government  to  establish  a  Murray  Bedard 
Memorial  Shield  and  to  provide  that  each  year  seven  replica 
shields  should  be  awarded  to  winning  fire  departments  in  firemen’s 
field  competitions.  During  1958  Namao  RCAF  firemen  won  two 
shields  and  other  fire  departments  that  won  shields  were:  Bonny- 
ville.  Red  Deer,  Blairmore,  Coaldale,  RCAF  Cold  Lake. 

(12)  I  wish  to  report  the  energetic  and  faithful  discharge  of  duties  by 
my  staff  which  has  made  possible  the  maximum  of  service  to  the 
public.  The  officers  and  men  of  fire  departments,  and  particularly 
the  volunteer  firemen,  are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts  to 
prevent  and  control  fire  losses.  The  work  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  has  been  outstanding  in  the  investigation  of 
suspicious  fires,  and  in  the  support  and  assistance  given  to  volun¬ 
teer  fire  departments. 

I  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  the  work  done  by  municipal 
councils,  municipal  police  officers,  insurance  company  inspectors 
and  adjusters.  The  Fire  Underwriters  Investigation  Bureau,  and 
by  all  other  organizations  and  individuals  whose  efforts  have  been 
directed  toward  reduction  of  Alberta’s  fire  waste.
